SITUATION IN WAR 


That U. S. Opinion Is 
. Growing in Realization 
of Acuteness of Events 
in Europe.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Amer- 
ican opinion is not yet adequately 
aware of the acuteness of the war 
situation but is increasingly be- 
coming s0, President Roosevelt 
said today in reply to a question 


at his press conference. 

Asked how this awareness .could 
be developed, he replied that gen- 
eral intelligence, thought and 
cracker-barrel conversations, in- 
cluding talk at the National Press 
Club, would bring this about. 

The President declined to dis- 
cuss the European war situation 
but disclosed that light tanks are 
being delivered overseas and that 
authorizations have been made for 
aid to China. He said he did not 
know whether any materials were 
on their way to China and referred 
the questioner to Lauchlin Currie, 
White House administrative assist- 
ant, who just returned from a spe- 
cial mission to that country, 

On Call for “Spotters.” 

Although he described at length 
how voluntary “watchers” had par- 
ticipated recently in aviation war 
games in Upstate New York as an 
experiment, he declined to answer 
directly whether the War Depart- 
ment’s call yesterday for 500,000 to 
600,000 such “spotters” implied that 
this country was in danger of ac- 
tual attack from the air. The re- 
porter, the President said after 
hesitation, knew a8 much about 
that as he did.

LONDON, April 18 (AP). —"The 
Royal Air Force pounded the heart 
of Berlin last night with new and 
powerful “super bombs” in the 
biggest assault yet made on the 
German capital, the British an- 
nounced today. 

The attack followed by 24 hours 
the Germans’ most destructive raid 
of the war on London. 


“Very substantial damage” -was 
inflicted on Berlin, the Air Min- 


istry declared, while the Nazi air. 


force aimed new blows at South- 
ern, Eastern and Northeastern 
England, singling out the south 
coast naval base of Portsmouth 
for an attack that lasted for 
hours.

CAIRO, April 18 (AP).—British 
warships are continuing to pump 
hundreds of tons of shells into 
Axis positions west of Sollum, 
Egyptian outpost just across the 
border from Libya, where land 
fighting is raging between the 
British and Italian and German 
advance units. 

The shelling started 48 hours 
ago and helped put the brakes on 
the Axis advance across the desert, 
military authorities reported today. 

Long columns of Axis motor 
transport were reported destroyed 
by the British men-of-war, which 
moved close inshore and kept up 
the bombardment despite frequent 
Axis air attacks. 

Particularly heavy casualties 
were believed to have been inflict- 
ed on Axis forces by naval shells 
hitting the escarpment road west 
of Sollum. ' 


Air,.Base Blasted. 

Other units of the British Med- 
iterranean fleet operating west of 
Tobruk, where a British force is 
battling repeated Axis assaults, de- 
livered a terrific blasting against | 
the air base at E] Gazala. At least 
five planes on the ground were 
said to have been destroyed and 
huge craters torn in the field. 

The naval bombardments were 
said to have dispelled much of the 
force of the Axis drive, which has 
pushed the British back nearly 
400 miles from E] Agheila, advance 
point of their westward surge 
across Libya. 

It was just such teamwork as 
the British employed in their own 
drive. Naval guns literally bat- 
tered to pieces Sidi Barrani, far- 
thest point of the Italian advance 
into Egypt, the fortifications of 
Sollum, and sank two destroyers 
and 14 other Fascist vessels at To- 
bruk, 80 miles west of the Egyp- 
tian frontier. 

Today's British communique re- 
ported mechanized and bayonet 
fighting around Sollum and To- 
bruk with this comment: 

“Many casualties in men and ve- 
hicles have been inflicted on the 
enemy who is experiencing the 
dash and determined fighting qual- 
ities of our imperial troops in 
hand-to-hand encounters. A fur- 
ther five officers and 72 other 
ranks have been captured.” 

The British and Australian air 
forces were said to have harassed 
Axis forces by repeated bombing 
and machine gun attacks.

Unison Bombing. 

In an attempt to break the Brit- 
ish lines the Germans used a de- 
vice previously untried on the 
Greek front, unison bombing. The 
largest possible air force was con- 
centrated over the lines held by a 
crack British regiment and, at a 
signal from the leader, all the 
planes simultaneously released 
their loads. 

Even against such attacks the 
British have held stubbornly. One 
captain said: 

“I was completely buried in the 
earth twice but I am still here.” 

For the last two days misty 
clouds have covered mountains like 
Olympus while rain has fallen in- 
termittently in the valleys. . The 
ceiling has been too low for Ger- 
man aircraft to explore the hiding 
places of the British-Greek forces 
and full advantage has been taken 
of these circumstances. 

Whatever rumors from elsewhere 
may say; I ean testify that the 
Greek and British soldiers feel 
more closely bound, if anything, 
by their present trials. Frequently 
one sees Greeks, en route from 
base points, riding British army 
lorries and although the language 
barrier is naturally operative, com- 
radeship among the rank and file 
has been, if anything, sealed by 
the British meeting of problems 
of defense familiar to the Greeks 
for months, though in less aggra- 
vated form. 

The Greeks obey the mud-spat- 
tered British motorcyclists guiding 
the columns as though they were 
their own, and the British are de- 
fending Greece as though it were 
England.

THE YUGOSLAV ARMY—(via 
Athens)—April 16 (Delayed)—(AP)

blows opening the Balkan war. 

Men, women and children lay by 
the hundreds in the debris of their 
homes after concentrated Nazi 
bombing attacks. 

These civilians were ordered by 
their Government not to clog the 
roads by wild flight, hampering the 
military as refugees did in France, 
but to die on their thresholds if 
necessary. And there they died. 

For nine days I rode across Yu- 


goslavia behind the lines, watching | 


the army try vainly with rifles and 
oxen-drawn artillery to repel the 
overwhelming mechanized force of 
Hitler’s panzer divisions and stuka 
bombers, 

Communications Smashed. 

Almost from the first hour of the 
invasion, the Yugoslav army was 
without communications. One divi- 
sion seldom knew what the one 
next to it wag doing. . * 

Individually, the Serbian forces 
fought with great bravery, and re- 
ported inflicting heavy losses on 
the Germans, In one day’s attack 
the military claimed destruction of 
200 Nazi tanks. 

I say the Serbian army fought— 
because in traveling about I have 
seen many Croatian deserters, and 
in the critical hours of the fighting 
officials announced the.Croats had 
revolted in the north, 

In spite of the furious resistance, 


however, the German wedges bit 
deeper into the country and the 
fighting became hopeless. 

Rush to Streets. 

I was in Belgrade the morning 
the German air force attacked.

DICKMANN PAID OUT 
$93,000 IN CITY FUNDS

And $72 of Own Money in 8 
Years on Charity, Entertain- 
ment, Travel, He Reports. 


Bernard F. Dickmann, who re- ; 


tired as Mayor last Tuesday, spent 
$93,572 for charitable donations, 
entertaining, travel, and other 
items of expense incident to his 
office in his eight years at City 
Hall, Of this amount, $50,037 was 
spent in his second term, it was 
shown yesterday in a report by 
him to the Board of Aldermen, 
published in the City Journal. 

Of the total expenditure, $93,500 
was appropriated. from public 
funds while the remaining $72 
Dickmann paid from his own pock- 
et. Appropriations for a .contin- 
gent fund for use by the Mayor 
at his own discretion are provided 
by ordinance in accordance with 
a provision of the city Charter. 
Under the Charter, the Mayor is 
required at the end of each term 
to report “in general terms” to 
the aldermanic board on his dis- 
position of the fund. 

In his report published yester- 
day, Dickmann listed charitable 
expenses of his second term at 
$15,010. Entertainment of visiting 
guests cost $12,511. Dickmann 
spent $9006 on “miscellaneous of- 
fice expenses, telegrams, floral 
tributes, decorations, cigars, etc.” 

Expenses for additional contri- 
butions and “tickets, publicity, ad- 
vertising and musical activities” 
were reported at $7505. Travel 
and convention expenses were

In thanking the jury for their 
services, Judge Ward said: “You 
did what you thought was right 
and there is no complaint with 
your fair verdict.” 

An overflow crowd of Negroes 
in the courtroom gasped when the 
verdict, was read.

Franklin avenue in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt at robbery. Defense 
counsel contended the confessions 
were obtained by duress. 

Austin T. Stickells, attorney for 
Jones, told “the Post-Dispatch to- 
day he would file a motion for a 
new trial and said if the motion 
is denied he would appeal to the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 


Other Man Freed. 


Pending against Jones is an in- 
dictment charging him with the 
murder of Mrs. Bell. 

Williams, who obtained a sev- 
erance, was freed today of charges 
of murdering Mr. and Mrs. Bell 
when Motherway entered a nolle 
prosse after introduction of police 
evidence which supported Wil- 
liams’ alibi at the time of his ar- 
rest that he was not in the vicin- 
ity of the crime. 

It developed that about the time 
of the murder Williams was at the 
Carr Street Police Station, borrow- 
ing 15 cents from Special Officer 
Clarence Hartwig.

Blome said wages at the Liberty 
plants were 40 to 45 cents an 
hour, or 15 to 25 cents under 
those paid in shops which have 
union contracts. 

The company, Blome declared, 
had offered the men a 8 per cent 
pay increase in the course of. ne- 
gotiations, but the offer was re- 
jected by the union. The wnion 
has 100 per cent membership in 
the two plants, he asserted, adding 
that a few men who had not pre- 
viously belonged joined. today. 

About 90 per cent of the em- 
ployes af both plants belong to the 
union, Mellow said. ;

Miss de Schweinitz said the stip- 
ulation, which is expected to be 
confirmed by a decree entered in 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, will clear the way for dis- 
posal of representation petitions 
filed with the Labor Board by sev-

The stipulation is based on a 
complaint, issued by the Labor 
Board yesterday and made public 
simultaneously with the stipula- 
tion, alleging that the company 
and its subsidiaries in Missouri, 
Illinois and Iowa violated the 
Wagner Act. by interfering with 
employes in exercise of their rights 
to. join unions, by fostering the 
Employes’ Mutual Benefit Associ-

The company. waived filing of a 
formal answer to the Labor Board 
charges, but the stipulation sets

Attack on Portsmouth. 


The raid on Portsmouth, the 
Government said, was “a fairly 
heavy attack” lasting from dark 
until almost daylight.

A procession of raiders,took part 
in the attack, the first planes 
coming over shortly after dark.

NAZIS ADMIT BLOWS 
TO CENTER OF CITY 


BERLIN, April 18 (AP).—Strong- 
er forces of the British Royal Air 
Force than ever before used 
against Berlin penetrated the bar- 
rage belt to tne center of the Ger- 
man capital in a bombing attack 
last night.

Nazi speed boats darting into 
waters around Britain’s southeast 
coast Were said to have sunk four

Drive on Yugoslav Coast.

Judge Rott made the same re- 
plies to these inquiries and added: 
“Bitting was not sent to Phila- 
delphia by the County Court. As 
far as what some members of the 
County Court may have done, I 
don't know, but I didn’t send 
him, and the County Court didn’t 
send him. 

“And about Trauernicht,” Rott 
continued, “I’ve seen the statement 
in the papers Judge Corneli had 
him draw the bill. That was the 
first I knew about that. The Coun- 
ty Court didn’t do it.” 

Rott was asked whether the 
County Court had any other law- 
yer draw up the Falzone bill and 
replied® that he knew of none. 
With reference to whether there 
had been any agreement with en- 
gineers, he said the County Court 
had none “and I don’t know if 
Bitting did or not.” 

There has been no appraisal of 
the water company by the State 
Public Service Commission since 
1926, and since then, of course, the 
county and the water company 
have expanded enormously. In its 
most recent report to the Public 
Service Commission the company 
claims total assets of $11,572,540. 
The report # for the year ended 
last Dec. 31. 

The common stock valuation of 
$4,500,000 mentioned as the basis 
of the deal Bitting proposed repre- 
sents the $3,150,000 U, G. I. paid 
for the stock when it bought the 
water company in 1930, plus what 
it paid info the company’s treasury 
for additional shares issued in 1935 
at the direction of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, which regarded 
the additional common stock as 
advisable in view of the company’s 
large bonded debt. 

In approving the 1930 sale to 
U. G.I, however, the Public Serv- 
ice Commission issued an order 
which contained this paragraph: 

“In any proceeding for the ac- 
quisition of a water utility by the 
public, the price paid by the own- 
ers of the common stock would not 
be competent evidence as to value, 
or have any bearing on the price 
which the public would be bound 
to pay to acquire such private 
property.”

Clauses in two pending legisla- 
tive bills for public acquisition of 
water companies, making the bills 
applicable to St. Louis County, are 
opposed by a special committee of 
the County Chamber of Commerce, 
Roscoe S. Tallman, committee 
chairman, announced yesterday 
following a committee meeting.

Recount of St. Louis guberna- 
torial ballots in the contest of Law- 
rence McDaniel against Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell will begin Tuesday 
morning at 9 o'clock on the sec- 
ond floor of the office of the Board 
of Election ‘Commissioners under 
a bi-partisan system which will 
permit ‘ simultaneous retabulation 
of votes cast in 20 precincts. 

Charles. M. Hay, chairman of the 
board, told a Post-Dispatch _re- 
porter the recount; financed by 
the board, might take “from two 
weeks to two months,” depending 
on the proportion of disputed bal- 
lots and amount of clerical work 
entailed. It will cost about $240 a 
day, based on the employment at 
$6 per diem of 40 election board 
clerks who normally would not be 
working at this season, augment- 
ing a present staff of 52. 

No results of the recount will be 
announced here, Disputed ballots, 
together with all tabulations, will 
be forwarded to the Legislative 
Contest Committee with a state- 
ment from each party regarding 
the validity of the ballot. 

Counting Arrangements. 

Counting will be conducted at 20 
tables. Each table will be manned 
by two Democratic and two Re- 
publican clerks of the Election 
Board and one tally clerk and one 
attorney representing each party. 
They will be furnished by their re- 
Spective parties and will not be 
paid by the Election Board. They 
must present proper credentials. 

First step in the recount at each 
table will be to open a sack of 
ballots from a precinct and tally 
the total number, without regard 
for whom they were cast. The to- 
tal will then be compared with the 
returns entered on the books by 
precinct election officials. . Any 
discrepancies or unnumbered bal- 
lots will then be noted. 

Figures by Precincts. 

The ballots will be divided by 
similar markings into piles. They 
then will be counted, with the out- 
side bi-partisan clerks and attor- 
neys assisting in the check. A 
tally will be made of undisputed 
ballots for sending to the legisla- 
tive committee together with the 
disputed ones. Figures will be sub- 
mitted by precincts. No city-wide 
total will be compiled here.

Hitler been defeated in the " Bal- 
kans as Mussolini was defeated, a 
brilliant prospect would indeed 
have been opened. that the turn- 
ing point of the struggle had been 
reached. Instead of this miracle, 
the obvious seems to be happening 
in that we see, what we have 
known since last June, that there 
is no army in continental Europe 
which can in open battle defeat the 


| German army. 


What still remains to be proved 
—and on it the whole course of the 
war depends—is whether the Ger- 
man army which has been winning 
all its battle on the continent can 
win a decision in the war, or even 
on the continent itself. Napoleon 
Was néVer able to do this though 
he conquered all and more than 
Hitler has as yet conquered. To 
win a decision on the continent in 
the territory occupied by the Ger- 
man armies, Hitler must establish 
a state of affairs from Norway to 
Greece, from Poland to-France, in 
which a withdrawal of most of his 
occupying forces would not be fol- 
lowed by the kind of national up- 
rising which occurred in Prussia 
against Napoleon, just the other 
day in Yugoslavia‘ against Hitler. 
In this crucial sense Hitler has 
won all his European battles but 
not the war, even in Continental 
Europe. For a nation is not really 
conquered if the occupying army 
cannot leave and be demobilized. 


; * * 
J T is for this reason, if for no 


other, that Hitler cannot hope 
to consummate his military vic- 
tories in Europe unless he can de- 
feat Great Britain and reduce all 
resistance in the outer world. For 
as long as Britain stands and be- 
hind her there accumulates the 
power of America, every self-re- 
specting person in every occupied 
country is his potential enemy. 
Hitler must stand on guard at 
every port in Europe and on all 
the coast line ef Europe, and at 
every airfield and railroad junction 
of the continent, to suppress na- 
tional rebellion from within fo- 
mented and assisted by landing 
parties and supplies from overseas, 

There: is not a nation in Europe 
which is his willing and trust- 
worthy ally, and everywhere there 
are not only the peoples waiting 
for the opportunity to rise against 
him, but also their legitimate gov- 
ernments preparing to lead them. 
Even in. the peculiar case of 
France, there is no serious doubt 


_as to what *the French people 
' would do if they had the chance 
| to rise up, or any doubt that there 
would then be a French govern- 
ment to lead them. So Hitler can- 
/not make peace with the nations 
he has conquered; he must con- 
tinue to occupy them and because 
he must occupy them, he will op- 
press them and so antagonize 
them. It is conceivable theoreti- 
cally perhaps, that an occupying 
army could win the friendship of 
an occupied people. But this is 
not conceivable in the case of the 
Gestapo and the Nazi party offi- 
cials, They can hope to remain 
in. the conquered countries only if 
the army remains to protect them. 


a. * > 
ECAUSE Hitler is. unable to 
make peace with the countries 
he has already conquered, he is 
inexorably compelled to attempt 
new conquests. He is compelled 
because the British resistance 
makes his empire in Continental 
Europe unmanageable, except by 


dast armies of occupation. But he 
is compelled for another reason to 
expand his aggression: “War in my 
hands,” said Napoleon to his confi- 
dential adviser, Count Narbonne, 
“was the antidote to anarchy.” 
Hitlerian Europe, in spite of the 
Quislings and the Lavals, is a 
smoldering anarchy kept by the 
German army from bursting into 
flames. It is not a new order. Eu- 
rope can be exploited by Hitler for 
the purposes of war; he can use it 
as the base of attack, he can loot 
it to supply himself, he can force 


‘much of Europe to work for his 


armed forces. But he cannot con- 
vert his empire into something that 
will stand and will work for the 
purposes of peace. Since he cannot 
evacuate his armies, he cannot ob- 
tain anything like a genuine col- 
laboration. Because he must ex- 
ploit his conquests to feed his mili- 
tary machine, he cannot give the 
conquered peoples work, except 
military work, or enable them to 
earn a living except in the service 
of his armies. Hitler is tommitted 
to the occupation of Europe, to the 
fact that Germany cannot demobi- 
lize, to the fact that there is no 
way of turning back to civilian 
commerce. Thus his Europe is po- 
tential anarchy because everyone 
wants to rebel, and increasing mis- 
ery because so little productive 
work is possible. In the midst of 
the anarchy and the misery, there 
stands his superb army. The only 
remedy for the condition open to 
him is to use the great weapon he 
possesses. With his army he must 
hope to destroy the _ resistance 
abroad that makes unmanageable 
his empire in Europe; by expand- 
ing. the war he must hope to ob- 
tain by conquest the supplies to 
keep going his empire. Like Na- 
poleon, he must make war, and he 
is making war, and will go on mak- 
ing war, because in his hands war 
is the antidote to anarchy. 
e- ¢ '«@ 
E may be sure, therefore, that 
whatever the outcome of the 
campaign in the Balkans, in the 
Middle East or in Africa, the net 
result of the battles he wins will 
not be to shorten the struggle and 
decide it but to expand the strug- 
gle into other continents and to 
prolong it. Those who do not be- 
lieve this have not realized that 
the life history and inevitable des- 
tiny of the great conqueror is to 
continue to conquer. 
When Metternich told Napoleon 
that “the world needs peace; to in- 


} sure it you must retire within ter- 


ritories consistent with general 
tranquility, or you will succumb in 
the struggle.” Napoleon replied: 
“Never! I shall know how to die, 
but I shall not part with a single 
clod of earth. Sovereigns born on 
their thrones can lose a thousand 
battles and each time retire to 
their capital. But I am only a 
soldier of fortune, and would cease 
to reign the day I ceased to be the 
‘stronger and no longer commanded 
respect.” The conquerors cannot 
sit still and be quiet. “Aut Caesar, 
aut nullus,” said the petty Italian 
tyrant Caesar Borgia, meaning that 
he mist: be ‘emperor or nothing at 
all. This is the destiny of the con- 
querors—to go on as Alexander 
did until he sighs for new worlds 
to cohnqter; as the Roman Caesars 
did wntil they had reached the 
limits of the civilized world, as Na- 
poleon did—though many attempts 
were made to negotiate peace with 
him—until he had raised his vie- 
tims against him and he fell at

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Factions Trying to 
Push U. S$. Into 
War Meet Grow- 
ing Opposition.

HE influences in this country, 

in and out of government, who 

want to push us further toward 
involvement in shooting war as 
fast as possible and regardless of 
our readiness are finding increas- 
ing difficulties which will get 
worse as they go further. The 
reason for this is that so great 
a majority of the people are un- 
convinced.or in outright opposition. 
are responsible through past 
and are becoming more vocal daily. 

As a result the managers of 
the movement are redoubling their 
efforts and just now the tactics 
are to try to discredit any spokes- 
man of opposition to them. This 
takes the form of assertions that 
they are traitors, affiliated with 
the Nazis, wishful of German vic- 
tory, appeasers and worse. These 
choruses have reached the volume 
and repetition of a very chant of 
defamation. Many of the accusers 
apathy or official incompetence 
for the shecking lack and lag 
of American rearmament, while 
many of their intended victims 
have been and still remain leaders 
of opinion for an undefeatable 
American defense. 

Both sides are at last happily 
in wholesome agreement on this 
latter point, but the latter group 
hold that we should not plunge 
all unready into unnecessary 
overseas war, but should build 
up a strong position in readiness 
and watch the progress of this 
foreign contest to see what fu- 
ture use of our great and grow- 
ing strength would be better for 
our country. 


Opinion Called Cowardly. 

This opinion is being called cow- 
ardly, dishonorable and treason- 
able. Facts and arguments are 
more persuasive than names. The 
name callers know this but they 
are nearly out of tellin rgu- 
ments. The purpose of the epithets 
is not so much now to convince 
the country. It is to silence the 
men who ‘argue on the other side. 

Chief among these epithets is 
a new one which recently has 
crept so consistently into every 
diatribe .as to suggest some con- 
cert of purpose. It is to accuse 
all those who are opposed to im- 
mediate involvement of invoking 
racial and religious prejudice and 
of being anti-Semites. 

This is the most ruthless, cruel 
and unfair of all such tactics. 
Since it is obviously intended to 
incite Jewish resentment against 
those who oppose immediate war, 
it is an obvious use of the very 
hateful practice it ascribes to oth- 
ers—to arouse racial and religious 
prejudice. Because, in no instance 
of the charge against any individ- 
ual or group has the assertion been 
accompanied by relation of one 
single word, act or attitude to sup- 
port the indictment, such tactics 
become even more despicable. On 
that basis, the charge boils down 
to this—“to be against immediate 
war is, of itself, to be against the 
Jewish people.” That is a doctrine 
as dangerous as it is untrue and 
unfair. 


Liberals Among Them. 


Among the people thus charged 
are some of our most liberal men 
—some who have been among the 
foremost champions of religious tol- 
erance and enemies of anti-Semi- 
tism in any form. 

Anti-Semitism in this country is 
a confession of a kind of caveman 
ignorance of American history and 
sociology so dark and dense as to 
be incredible. Here is a race that 
gave us our religion, some of our 
finest instances of traditions of 
ideal home and family life, exam- 
ples of unbounded philanthropy, 
charity and civic service, and more

“Business?” said one weary 
salesman. “Why, it’s excellent.

LEWIS CHARGES 


- Says Letter From Organiz- 
er Asserts Shipments of 
Guns Are Going to Op- : 
erators Every Day. 


NEW YORK, April 18 (AP). — 
John L. Lewis and his union, the 
United Mine Workers of America 
(CIO), stood pat today on their 
refusal to send men back into the 
goft coal mines until a complete 
Appalachian accord has been 
reached. : 

They had invited the Southern 
operators who bolted a joint con- 
ference last Friday to resume ne- 
gotiations for a new two-year con- 
tract here today. 

But the Southerners did not ap- 
pear and as a result the whole 
bituminous situation continued in | 
a state of confusion. 

Lewis, U. M. W. A. president, de- 
clared today he had been advised 
that firearms had recently been 
shipped to several coal companies. 
The information, he said, came in 
a letter from Abe Diamond, a field 


organizer for the United Electrical, | 


Radio and Machine Workers of 
America (CIO) at Springfield, 
Mass. 


Lewis said he turned the letter 
over to Dr. John L. Steelman, chief 
Federal conciliator in the negotia- 
tions of the eight-state Appala- 
chian conference, because he said 
he felt the Government should in- 
terest itself in the situation. 

Diamond's letter, Lewis said, 
mamed two coal companies to 
which “fairly large shipments of 
guns” had been made from the 
Smith & Wesson Co., Springfield, 
and added that “these shipments 
are going out every day by ex- 
press.” 

Dr. Steelman declined comment 
on the letter regarding firearms 
shipments, saying only he would 
deliver it to the Labor Department. 

He said he expected to hear from 
Washington later today on Lewis’ 
latest telegram to the Southern op- 
erators and that he was “hoping 
that the negotiations between the 
union and the Southern District 
operators can begin tonight.” 

The point at issue between the 
Northern and Southern operators is 
a 40-cent-a-day wage differential. 
The Northern operators want this 
abolished. 

Approximately 330,000 miners in 
the eight-state area and 70,000 in 
outlying districts Lave been idle 
since April 1.

—A judgment of $7755 obtained by 
the St. Louis .Board of Education 
against the County Court of St. 
Louis County for tuition of Negro 
students from the Kinloch School 
District, St. Louis County, who at- 
tended Negro high schools in St. 
Louis in 1933, 1934 and 1935, was 
set aside today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, on the ground the 
board did not have a valid claim. 
Presiding Judge Ernest 8S. Gantt 
of Division No. 1, of the court, said 
the evidence showed a Negro Con- 
solidated High School District ex- 
isted in St. Louis County at the 
time, and that under the circum- 
stances the enrollment of the Ne- 
gro students in Sumner and 
‘Vashon High Schools in St. Louis 
was a voluntary act by the city 
Board of Education. Under these 
conditions, he said, a law requiring 


a County Court to pay the tuition |

“Recently we witnessed an ex- 
citing national campaign and elec- 
tion in which specific statements 
were made and most solemn 
pledges given to our country, sup- 
posedly on the word of honor of a 
Christian gentleman. . 
“But a few days ago, when this 


‘person, whose later action belied 


his promises, was taxed with his 
own words, he lightly dismissed 
the subject with the revealing 
words, ‘that was but campaign ora- 
tory.’ 

“Lygng is thus enthroned before 
us as a public good and a means 
to which apparently our leaders 
or would-be leaders may resort 
with impunity.” 

Willkie’s message to the news- 
paper last night said he had tele- 
graphed the Bishop: a 

“I understand that by implica- 
tion you made a personal “attack 
on me in your Easter sermon. Will 
you kindly point out to me where 
it was I spoke of any pledge I had 
ever made as campaign oratory? 
If you cannot fing it, will you not 
please issue a public apology?” 

Bishop Shaughnessy acknowl- 
edged receipt of a telegram by 
Willkie. One-of the Bishop’s aids 
quoted him as saying: 

“If I find it (the telegrarn) to 
be authentic, I will answer it, of 
course. What J shall say will be 
said directly to Mr. Willkie, as I 
believe the amenities require. If 
Mr. Willkie then wishes to make 
public the entire correspondence I 
shall have no objection.”

Romier’s plan, which is experi- 
mental, for the time being, will 
limit this provincial reorganization 
to economic and police questions. 
Each new province will be headed 
by a sort of superprefect, who, 
when the reform is ultimately com- 
pleted, will adopt the ancient name 
of Governor. 
Superprefects will be economic 
overseers who will have charge of 
supply questions in the new prov- 
inces which will have regrouped 
departments that hitherto have 
behaved at cross purposes and ob- 
structed the distribution of food. 


Amalgamating Small Farms. 


A propaganda campaign is un- 
der way parallel with the initial 
labors of the Romier commission. 
Various newspapers today pub- 
lished appeals to all local ecOnomic 
organizations which are urged to 
give their opinions of this con- 
templated partition of France into 
provinces. 

French agriculture, handicapped 
for generations by subdivision of 
soil into myriad tiny acreages, was 
revolutionized today by a law pro- 
mulgated by the Vichy Government 
which orders the amalgamation of 
parcels into large, productive farm 
lands, 

Special local commissions will 
survey lands, redistribute parcels, 
and create large estates. 

Today's law is expected to have 
an incalculable effect on agricul- 
ture in the unoccupied zone. It 
will mean the death of many dack- 
ward French villages. It will mean 
the birth of more workable and 
more productive farms throughout 
Vichy-ruled France. 

Under former laws, estates could 
be divided as many Ways as there 


were heirs and. as a result, France 
has’ been, agriculturally, one of 
the most unproductively divided 
countries in the world. 


Subdivisions Too Small. 


Few French farms have hereto- 
fore been able to survive succes- 
sive subdivisions. Farm buildings 
fell into ruin, villages swallowed 
up farms, and towns swallowed up 
villages. 

In one commune alone, in the 
Loriet department, for example, 
5447 acres of land were once di- 
vided into 48,000 plots. 


Under these conditions villagers | 
found it preferable to sell their |. 


inherited farm lands. rather than 
to try to work them, 

Today’s law provides for bigger 
and more workable farms. In each 
parish a commission will be ap- 
pointed to survey all lands in that 
district. These commissions will 
then redistribute the land either 
by forcing exchanges between 
farmers or by allowing them to 
buy from distant owners the lands 
adjacent to their own farms.

The 
Indies bought 65 per cent more 
from the United States in 1940 
than in 1939 and stepped up sales 
to America by 100 per cent in the 
same period. A third of all the 
Dutch Indies’ exports went to the 
United States in 1940. The trade 
balance in favor of the Indies is 
enormous—nearly $3 in American 
purchases against $1 in Dutch pur- 
chases. 


Fiduies ca Trade. 


Little wonder the Dutch bristled 
and protested when the Japanese 
gratuitously included them in their

However, it ought to 
be of the greatest moment to him because, if steel 
goes up, then prices in the corner grocery store will 
quickly follow it. Steel happens to be one of those 
basic industries in which a general price spiral is 
likely to have its beginnings. And price spirals 
widen with the speed of the wind. . 
Jf the economists are correct about this—and ex- 
perience is on their side—then Leon Henderson was 
justified in placing a “ceiling” on steel prices, fix- 
ing them at their present levels, : 

There was an immediate protest in some quarters 
of the industry, and it now seems likely that the 
| Government's price-fixing powers are to be chal- 
lenged—probably through a test case arising out of 
the refusal of one steel company or another to obey 
the Henderson order. « 

If there is to be a fight on the effort to keep the 
cost of living at a reasonable level—and that’s what 
opposition to price control means, no matter in what 
industry it may be found—then it had better be set- 
tled in a hurry, before things get out of hand and it 
is too late to lock the barn. 

As for steel, the reason assigned for higher prices 
is the increase of 10 cents an hour in labor costs. 
This is said to represent a rise of 16 per cent. It is 
a serious question whether there is any merit in 
this argument, since steel profits go up much, much 
faster than overhead as the industry nears capacity. 
‘Last year, during which 80.2 per cent of capacity was 
reached, United States Steel profits went up 150 per 
cent, for example. The 1939 capacity figure was only 
60.7 per cent. And now “Big Steel” is operating at 
100 per cent, with more profits piling up. 

Of course, a relatively small increase in costs 
might mean a considerable decrease in profits. The 
percentages are not based on the same thing. How- 
ever, as the Wall Street Journal points out, steel 
earnings are already well within the excess profits 
tax brackets—where 62 cents of every dollar go to the 
tax collector. Since taxes are going up, the Journal 
assumes that about 70 per cent of the wage increase 
can be absorbed by tax savings alone. 

Henderson has made it clear that the Government 
intends to be reasonable and not arbitrary. Even 
where prices are fixed, the matter can be opened up 
again when it becomes necessary. 

Thus, at worst, the steel “ceiling” would seem to 
mean a curb on the rate at which profits—and 
taxes—are increasing, rather than any substantial 
diminution in profits. This can hardly be reckoned 
a sacrifice in a national emergency.

HE Constitution of Missouri is, for the 
most part, made up of very specific pro- 
visions. Its mere length offers ample 
testimony of this. Whereas the Constitution 
of the United States, including all amend- 
ments to date, consumes only 15 ordinary 
pages of print, the Constitution of Missouri, 
as amended to 1935 covers 107 such pages. 
Being much more specific, therefore, the 
latter cannot be so flexible as the former. 


There doesn’t seem much need in 1941 
for protecting Civil War veterans against 
prosecution for their part in that war, as 
the present Constitution does. 

These are just two examples of what 
might be done to eliminate superfluities. Far 
more important, there are certain sections 
of the present Constitution which are still 
highly effective, but the expediency of which 
is open to serious question.

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SALES TAX CUT PROPOSED IN ILLINOIS. 

Tested by the man-bites-dog formula, Gov. Green’s 
budget message for Illinois is real news. In a time 
of mounting taxes, here is the executive of the third 
most populous state in the Union recommending a 
reduction in the State sales tax from 3 per cent to 
2 per cent.

More. than -200 native Missouri

The second is that the night 
bomber still is capable of carrying 
out its duties without serious in- 
terference either from night fight- 
ers or anti-aircraft fire. 

Only six Germans were bagged 
Wednesday night despite their au- 
dacious low level attacks. 
Finally, it is evident the fire 
prevention services were still in- 
efficient in buildings which did not 
have fire watchers on their roofs. 
Incendiaries that fell in the streets 
were extenguished quickly and 
auxiliary fire-fighters did their 
best to stop the blazes, once they 
got started. But negligence on 
the part of some property and 
business owners made their work 
difficult. 

This corresponden personally 
saw firemen vainly trying to reach 
the attics of four large dwellings 
which had been locked up and 
deserted by their owners. 

After 24 hours’ work, London is 
pretty well back to normal and 
people have recovered from _ the 
terrific shock that their first big 
raid in many manths gave them.

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). 
Widespread congressional . sup- 
port was accorded today to the 
administration’s program of tax 
increases by which virtually every 
citizen soon would be called on to 
pay a greater share of the Govern- 
ment defense-swollen expenditures. 

Details of the plan to raise 


$3,500,000,000 in new revenues re- 
main to be disclosed, but all signs 
indicate that higher income and 
excise taxes, new sales levies and 
possibly a tax on wages will dig 
into the pocketbooks of both rich 
and poor as never before in the 
United States. 

- Treasury experts worked to get 
details in shape for submission to 
Congress next week. The plan will 
be presented to the House Ways 
and Means Committee by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
at a date yet to be fixed. 

Roosevelt May Speak. 

But before that the broad out- 
lines and possibly some concrete 
tax proposals may be given by 
President Roosevelt in a radio 
speech or other message to the 
nation. 

The President, it is believed, also 
may emphasize the necessity for 
meeting about two-thirds of the 
vast cost of American rearmament, 
aid to Britain and other Federal 
expenses on a cash basis. 

. The two-thirds cash, one-third 
borrowing formula was first dis- 
closed yesterday by Morgenthau in 
announcing the total of new rev- 
enues to be raised. 

Clark’s Comment. 

Initial reactions at the Capitol 
were enthusiastically favorable to 
the proposal, generally conforming 
with the view expressed by Sen- 
ator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, a 
member of the Senate Finance 
Committee, that “we've done the 
appropriating, and now we've got 
to pay the freight.” 

Republicans and Democrats alike 
said the full $3,500,000,000—or more 
if possible—should be raised, To 
attain that end, one authority re- 
ported, Treasury and congressional 
tax experts were considering levies 
on “everything, including 
kitchen sink.” , 

Down-the-line increases of 25 to 
50 per cent in all present taxes 
were confidently predicted along 
with many new excise levies on 
such varied items as soda pop and 
washing machines. | 
. Individual taxpayers who now 
pay rates starting at 4.4 per cent 
on income above $800, if single, 
and $2000, if married, appear to be 
in for stiff increases. Correspond- 
ing rises are indicated in the pres- 
ent 24 per cent corporation income 
tax, and in excess profits and ex- 
cise levies. There is also talk that 
the $800 and $2000 exemptions 
might be drastically lowered to 
bring in millions of new taxpayers. 

Sales Tax Prospects. 

Although a general sales tax, 
such as those levied by a number 
of states, was said by one author- 
ity to be “out of the picture,” other 
informed persons asserted that so 
many new items might be subject- 
ed to manufacturers’ excise taxes 
as virtually to provide a general 
sales levy. Bread and clothing are 
expected to be exempted, but ex- 
tensive exploration of the field of 
luxuries are said to be in progress. 

One specific increase reported to 
have been proposed at a confer- 
ence of Treasury and congressional 
tax leaders prior to Morgenthau’s 
announcement yesterday was in 
the gasoline tax, from the present 
1% cents a gallon to 2% cents, 

As Morgenthau explained the de- 
veloping program, the aim is to 
provide a total tax. yield of $12,- 
667,000,000 during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. Present tax rates 
would yield about $9,223,000,000, it 
is estimated. . 

Expenditures for the year are 
estimated at $19,000,000,000, and ap- 

tely two-thirds thus would 

be covered by revenue, with the 

remaining third met by borrowing. 
Illustration of Scope. 

The meaning of such a tremen- 

dous goal is emphasized by a cal- 
culation that increases of 25 per 
cent in individual‘and corporation 
income taxes, two of the richest 
Federal revenue fields, would pro- 
duce only about §750,000,000. This 
would leave $2,750,000,000 addition- 
al to bé raised from all other 
sources. 
. Commenting on the new tax 
goal, Senator Johnson (Dem.), Col- 
orado, a member of the finance 
committee, said that “if you're go- 
ing to do the war dance you've got 
to pay the fiddler. Three and a 
half billion dollars is a lot of 
money in any man’s country,. but 
I am really glad that they are let- 
ting the people know that war is 
no monkey business.”

A strike in the 61 plants would 
affect about 160,000 workers. Union 
executives omitted 13 additional 
plants from the strike vote. noti-

“In no case will any defense 
work be struck,” a union statement 
said. ; 

The 13 omitted plants, the union 
added, have the bulk of defense 
orders, an estimated $442,500,000, 

Walter P. Reuther, director of

$22,436,860 BID WINS 
PANAMA GANAL WORK 


California Firm Announces It Will 
Begin Digging for Enlarge- 
ment in 30 Days. 
OAKLAND, Cal. April 18 (AP). 
—The Henry J. Kaiser Co. an- 
nounced today that its bid of $22,- 
436,860 for enlargement of the 
Panama Canal had been accepted 

by canal authorities. 

The work, which calls for exca- 
vation for a third set of locks on 
the Pacific side of the canal, would 
start in 30 days, the company said. 
The bid, filed in the name of 
Panama Constructors, Inc., was $1,- 
800,000 less than the next low bid, 
the company said it was advised.

EE KYLE, billed as America’s 
premier high diver (and no-

a perch 100 feet in the air into 
a flaming tank at the St. Louis 
Police Circus. Earjier in the week 
she was doing her spring house- 
cleaning at her pretty little. home 
at 9018 Bristol avenue, in.

Bee Kyle's quilt is almost as re- 
markable as her act.

The risks are real, The diver 


has bruises and: broken bones to 
prove it, but no proof is needed. 
The figures tell the tale. 
ladders, hinged together, rising to 
the height of 100 feet, scampers 
the five-foot diver. At the top is 
a platform one foot square. As 
she stands upon it, poised on her 
toes at its edge, her face upturned 


to the sky, she calls out “all right,” 


to signify that she is ready. A 
torch is touched to the gasoline 
that covers the water in a tank 
six feet deep and 15 feet in diam- 
eter at the base of the ladder 
tower. A whistle blast in the 
signal to her that the ground 
scene has been set. 

Bee takes her hands from the 
supports and places them on her 
hips. She balances for a second. 
Her body begins to bend back- 
ward, she spurns the edge of the 
platform with her toes and with 
a little backward spring her body 
arches into space and plunges to- 
ward the earth. Half way down 
she turns a somersauit and plum- 
mets into the blazing tank. There 
is a splash of water and a flare 
of flame and—if nothing has gone 
wrong—the woman scrambles out 
and makes her bow and hears the 
plaudits that are pleasing to her 
ears. 

There are plenty of things that 
could go wrong. When there has 
been rain there is danger of a 
stake that supports the rigging 
pulling loose and always there is 
the danger of someone touching a 
wire and causing a sudden tension. 
And there’s the wind, the high 
diver’s greatest danger. A gust 
of wind can sway the body plung- 
ing to earth and make it miss the 
tank which is the only spot of 
safety. 

“After my takeoff,” says Bee, 
“at first I see only the sky. Then 
the earth seems to whirl upside 
down. It nights itself as I pass 
the half-way mark. I relax slightly 
to make a complete turn: in 
midair. Then I must immediately 
straighten my body so as to hit 
the water in a perpendicular po- 
position. Just as I come out of 
my turn I see the tank for the 
first time since leaving my pedes- 
tal. All this in the space of two 
and a half seconds. 

“When I hit the water I must 
wait until it is up to my waist 
before start bending my feet to 
stop my speed, because if I start 
bending them too soon I may 
break my neck. If I don’t start 
bending my feet and holding back

in human nature and it requires

For example, sex is still sex. It 
is as old as time itself and works 
its way regardless of how modern 
the young people may be.
